apeak vlth authority tor the whole of Chttia. 
Thi Communists currently hold ]uat a little 
mort of the cotmtry than did the Japanese at 
tha peak ot their ottenslve. 

Bocretaiy ot Slats Dean Acheson has m&de 
plain that unless the Communist Bovemment 
rtailj controls Chlneie territory uid will ob- 
asm International eesunltnenta, thara la 
no point In extending recognition.
